Students' Council 
unanimously, approved the 
Women's Union's birth control 
co-op project at last night's 
Council meeting. McG ill's first 
birth control co-operative will 
open on Monday, operating out 
of the Women's Union . 

Originally scheduled to open 
on January 10th, the project 
was stalled by bureaucratic 
delays on the part of the Stu- 
dent's Society management and 
Executive members, who ques- 
tioned the legality, necessity and 
practicality of the project.

The clause prevents distribu- 
tion of non-student publications 
with advertising-in the Union in 
order, to protect the student 
publications'' advertising, 
market. . ^

thought perhaps an issue of the

13th. 

However, the decision was 
re'ferred to council because the 
executivMacIt the issue had 
' bcc^Mfalfpolitical one as a 
result of the comment and arti- 
cle printed in thé Daily that day. 

Hicks recomthended to 
Council that they adopt the co- 
op project. "There are a few 
problems,^ but they are not in- 
surmountable. This is a service 
• that needs to be offered."' 

Vice-President University Af- 
fairs Peter Dotsikas argued 
against the proposal, accusing 
the Women's Union of "acting

Observer had slid out without 
my knowing about it," said 
Paula Barbary, editor of The 
" Observer, the Arts and Sciences 
Undergraduate Society publica- 
tion. . 

"The Informer" was publish- 
ed ' by Robert Komlos, the 
former advertising manager for 
the Observer. He was fired from 
staff in, 1982 for his ques- 
tionable financial activities. 
Legal action against him is be- 
ing considered for an 
unauthorised withdrawal of 
$800 from the Observer's bank 
account. 

Komlos used the ad contacts 
he got at the Observer to 
finance his "Informer". Bar- 
bary says the format, including 
the layout and articles are 
"strikingly similar" to the

"The co-op idea is a noble 
one but I question their motiva- 
tion. The Women's Union 
shouldn't be carrying^out.this 
•action. They are more concern- 
ed with advertising the fact that 
they are responsible for it than 
benefitting the students," he 
said. 

Many council members 
responded to this remark with 
heckling and laughter. 

Dotsikas offered an amend- 
ment to the proposal, calling for 
the co-op to be run out of 
Health Services because "at 
lea st^théttjvould be responsible 
andfSçewRçSal''-^ 

However, 'Health Services is 
in favour of the Women's 
Union co-op. Dr. RicH^^lfec- 
tor of Health Seryiccs'jOTSi in 
a letter to Stùdèhts'tiSociety 
Comptroller Jon Shifman that 
he and his staff would take of- 
ficial responsibility for the pro- 
ject and would act as resource 
peoplë for the co-op. 

According to Rhona Berens- 
tein, one of the co-op ' 
organisers, there arc many ex- 
perienced people running the 
co-op. "Each staffer selling 
contraceptive devices is very In- 
formed in the area of birth con- 
trol. We don't want to

African governnieiit/' 

According to the hand-out 
the Foundation is linked to the 
' Canadian-South African Socie- 
ty (CSAS), a group which, 
refering to South Africa, "re- ^ 
jects the principle of race 
discrimihatio n^cmbod ied in the 
law and is in<f«r3ur^f a change 
in the status quo." 
■""On the grounds that a 
;st|rjîng çconptnyjn South Africa 



' will enable this to be brought 
about more peacefully, moreef- 
fectively and to the optimum 
advantage of all South Africa's 
people, the Society argues 
against boycotts, sanctions and 
disinvestment." 

- The CSAS is supported by the- 
private sector of South Africa 
and Canada and claims to be 
not affiliated with either 
governmentV 

According^ to Trister the 
Students* Society is in favour of 
divestment and if Chettle op- 
poses it "we are in favour of br- 
inging him here so that we can 
pounce on him. 

"The official line is to in- 
crease awareness of any ^use 



If we wish, to bring in a speaker 
opposed to it in order to en- 
courge dialogue." 

According to Toby Mandel, 
an executive member of the 
McGill South Africa Commit- 
tee,.'^the South Africa Commit- 
tee Is totally opposed to this in- 
dividuals' idcalogy and to the 
organisation to which he 
belongs. 

"We feel that the students' 
money, given their strong pro- 
divestment line, should not be 
used to advertise this speaker 
(the Students' Society publica- 
tion, the Tribune, carried an ad . 
for the speech), but we continue 
to recognise his right to express 
his ideas and maintain an open:

Garlic is as Good as Ten Mothers. At least so pro- 
iC^ajms^the title of Les Blank's most delicious 
ocuméhtary — a 5 1 •'minute tribute to the stinking 
rose. Sometimes hilarious, often informative, never 
boring, packed with exciting music (from flamenco 
• guitar and singing by a refugee from the Spanish 
Civil War to traditional American folk music) — 
Gariic is, in many ways, a typical Les Blank him. . 
Les Blank has been making rich, colourful Tilms 
jj^^about marginal American subcultures for over 18 - . 
f^years. His obsessive passion for.l^ackwoods music 
and cuisine permeates most of these films which, not 
surprisingly, usually get your toe tappmgand your 

mouthwatering. .'/<{^^S0l^'- 

Hë has made films about Giicano nugraht 
workers living along the Rib Grande (Chulas 
Fronteras), french-spcaking Cajuns in the Louisiana 
Bayou (Hot Pepper, Spend it All), garlic affi- 
cionados in Berkeley, California, the exuberant Mar- 
di Gras celebration in New Orleans (i4/wfl>'5 /or 
^ Pleasure), and he even has a film of German direc- 
tor Werner Hcrzog eating his shoe — with a dash of 
r.osemary, garlic and duck fat — while discussing the 
value of cinema ("Film makers are clowns").' 

His last and most commercially successful - 
documentary is Burden ofDreajns, a surreal depic- 
tion of Herzog filming Fitzcarrûldq in the steamy- 
jungles of Peru. " 

the retrospective Les Blank Meets Wernd 
started last week-end at the Museum of Fine Arts 
with two days of Les Blank documentaries and con- 
tinues this Saturday with several of Herzpg's non- 
fictional films. Following the screenings, Les Blank 
talked tQ 7Àe 5(//>/7/éme/i/ about movie-making, 
eating and other subjects dear to his heart. 
' The bearded, paunchy director drew parallels bet- 
' ween cooking and film making. "It's a form of 
cooking. It's like making soup; throw in a little bit 
of this and a little bit of that and you'arrange the se- 
quences of the taste. Sequences of a film are like the 
- . courses of a meal." ' 

Les Blank is an unobtrusive film maker; rather ' 
than questioning his subjects, he simply lets the 
cameras roll. By getting them to feel at ease in front 
of th^ommi often lubric^ 
^Blank iimnàgés to capturé tHëir^^^^^^ He usual- 
ly shoots on a shoe-string' budget, with the entire : 
crew consisting of him and his assistent, Maureen

Lovers of American roots musicTVtfll«ppreciate 
. Blank's empathcticpdrtralu of mw^^rock'n'roll 
legends.'MostMihpressivc are his fiteisWuiightnin'

Werner Herzog and Blank; have been friends for 
several years though .when he first.saw. Herzpg^s^j 
Morgana, he thought "it was coq fusing and vnmafl 
and walked but. "But when I saw The Enigma of 
Kaspar Hauser In 1975, 1 realized here is a major ar- 
tist to be dealt with". 

The graphic imagery of a Cajun pulling out his . 
tooth with pilars in Blank's film Spend it All so im; 
pressed Hcrzog that he borrowed the image for his 
iWxti Strqszek. 

Herzog reciprocated the favour, first by letting 
Blank film him munching on his shoe after losing a 
. bet to a Berkeley student and later, and more impor- 
:^ tantly for Blank's career, .by asking him to film the 
daily catastrophes on the set of Fitzcarratdb. The 
result was the aptly titled flun/e/» o/ Dreams, which 
was shown at the recent Festival International du 
Nouveau Cinema and will be starting a regular run 
at the New Yorker in February'. 

After the cxperiencejO|jmaking Burden of 
Dreams, he said 6f Herzog:''','I have more respect 
for him as an -artist and more contempt for him as a 
slightly dangerous egotist". 

Still, Herzog doesn't have a monopoly onoff- 
cam.era dramà.as was shown when Bjatikjvrai^^ 
his problems while filming in rurarSouthwestljoui- 
sianà. The local police ari'ested Blank for possession 
of marijuana in a county where the last person ar- 
rested for having pot got" forty years. 

The Cajun police officer was interested in seeing - 
Blank's film Spend it All. "Then I remembered the 
stories of Leadbelly, the blues singer, who was twice 
convicted and sentenced for murder for life. He, 
twice got out because of his abilities to play guitar 
and sing; So I thought I'd try. this." 

Unfortunately, the officer was more interested in 
going home than in seeing Blank's film and. heyas 
subsequently entangled in the intrirades of Southern 
la'w. Blank was eventually pardoned by the first Ca- 
jun governor of Louisiana, Edwin Edwars. 

Blank's films often focus on the inter-generational 
transfers of tradition through the extended family. 
"Part o(^my:rfMlings;w^ As a kid, I hated 

my extraded family. 1 wouiB be dragged to picnics 
and have to be taken home screaming and crying 
cause I just didn't like all these weirdos, having to

Un pays dont la devise est Je m 'oublie 
is playwright Jean<Claude Gennain's at- 
tempt to recover and recast the history 
of Québec, and incorporate it into con- 
temporary consciousness. 

Revived at the Centaur Theatre last 
Week by Le.^U)éàtrei|^poputairej^u 
Québec, the work^îîrasfnrsI^proâuÈM^ 
May 1976, and has a strong indépenden- 
liste thrust which now dates it con- 
siderably. 

The ringing assertions of national 
pride, and didactic set pieces geared to 
demonstrate the historical imperative of 
political autonomy for Québec have lost 
a great deal of their impact in the seven 
years since Un pays was created. Since 
that time, the Parti Québécois has 
ascended to and maintained poWer, Bill 
101 has become law, and we 'have eh- : 
dured the referendum and subsequent ' 
constitutional circus. Nationalist con- 
cerris have increasingly paled, as the^ 
hard-pressed population becomes more' 
and more inipatieht , with a.g^^ 
that seems nxat«l onxohâituiJimîU^a^^ 
language matters, and unable or unwill- 
ing to effect changes in a depressed 
economy. 

Un pays is more than polemic, 
however; it is also very funny in parts. 
The high (or low) points of the history of 
Québec are presented by two itinerant 



actors. Episode Surprenant and Ber- 
thelot Petitbofare, incarnated in the pre- 
sent production by Robert Rivard and 
Jean-Pierre Chartrahd. 

The two actors portray a gallery of 
stereotypes and historical figures in con- 
frontaUon:.a coureur du bois and a fopr 
pish Jacques Cartier; an irate, toque- 
sporting, gun-toting pa/r/d/e and an ef-. 
fete and faintly disgusted Montcalm, 
determined to make a beautiful death 
for posterity;, a cynical political 
organizer ana unwilling, soon-to-be- 
parachuted candidate, and an urbane 
monsignor explaining to a country- 
cousin priest that all the church asks of 
him is that he balance his books. 

Jean-Pierre Chartrand was particular- 
ly impressive as the catididate, hockey 
idol Maurice Richard aided in coping 
with his popularity by the legendary 
strongman Louis' Qr, and an alcoholic 
actor portraying Christ in a religious 
pageant, haunted by the memory of the 
night he played the crucifixion scene and 
forgot to take oflhis^rubba^;^^ 

Un pays is consi(iere|,1(^ae»ie of sorts 
in the Québécois thea^icBil repertoire, 
and is well-served in tlié'prKent produc- 
tion.Oilbert Lepage's direction Is deft 
throughout, and succeeds for the most 
part in retaining audience interest 
through the more static, long-winded 
sections of the script. Denis Rousseau's 




effective monochrome set subtly echoes 
Germain's, themes, and Francois 
Laplante's wonderful costumes ' greatly 
accentuate the play's humour. 

Un pays ran only five days at the Cen- 
taur, and is now.off on a tour of the pro- 
vince. If you can get to one of these out- 
of-town showings, the play is worth tak- 
ing in, for it exemplifies the very pas- 
sionate attitudes towards Québec 



politics and culture which prevailed until 
quite recently — and Jean-Pierre Char- 
trand's splendid performance is worth 
the price of admission alone.

After her thirteenth birthday party, a 
girl named Sarah receives a Victorian 
dollhouse from a mysterious donor. It 
has long been her. fantasy to get inside 
such a house and this same night, 
Sarah's dream comes true as she makes 
her journey.' through The Haunted 
Dollhouse. ' 

As Sarah's ominous journey 
igresses, she searches for the staff, who 
seem., to have disappeared. She sees 
many, weird and morbid things that, in 
her waking life, would surely terrify her 
— a skull on the lawn, human hands in 
the flower pots, a mirror that does not 

reflect her. image Yet, as in all our 

dreams, everything seems somehow 'ap- 
propriate'. This is due, in part, to the 
simple, matter-of-fact way in which the 
Bergers have written the story. 

Sarah does not question what she sees, 
and in this way, fulfllls Le Guin's 
description of the heroes and heroines of 
fantasy. She "sees what is appropriate 
to be done because she sees the 'whole', 
which is greater than either evil or 
good" and she doesn't "iact by rules; she 
simply knows the way to go".

And so, before you think you've 
hit on the latest popular book fad, 
take a closer look at both the story 
and the photographs in 
Doll/iousc.Jhc pictures for the book 
were photographed entirely in .Mon- 
treal by local photographer Karen 
Coshof and the house ii.self is located 
in Wesimouni, where it has a reputa- 
tion .for being 'hainiied'.' 

As you flip through it, you'll soon 
discover the subtle treats which Karen 




Coshof has carefully built into each pic- 
ture. Depending on your knowledige of 
modem art, you might also be struck by 
her obvious and accurate allusion to De 
Chirico's Melancholy and Mystery of a 
Street, as Sarah becomes the famous 
'girl with the hoop', in one of the book's 
most interesting visual compositions. 
This allusion is certainly deliberate, con- 
sidering the paiiiting's synonymity with 
the surreal. . 

Some mention should also be made of 
the book's only other living character — 
Sarah's mother. For Sarah's birthday, 
she gives her roller skates and a tennis 
racquet. A bit sterile, but after all, Sarah 
is turning 13. She is too old for dolls and 
doUhouses. ' . 

For a long time Mother has probably 
suppre^ed the child in herself, which is 
a big niistake many adults seem to make. 
And riojfshl: seeks to suppress the child- 
like," iniaiginative qualities in her 
daughter. 

Yet while its trendy predecessors were 
quickly absorbed into the North 
American "collective conscious" of pop 
culture, Dollhouse seems to have more 
substance. It is a thoughtful attempt to 
delve into the "collective unconscious" 
of our true inner- selves, and in this 
respect, warrants closer çxamination by 
post-adolescent readers, despite the 
hard-sell attitude of its publishers. 

So The Haunted Dollhouse becomes a 
triumph of the imagination. Or does it? 
As V.C. Andrews says in the introduc- 
tion: "I am glad that kind of dollhouse 
was denied me."

The Angels,-.known for their 
uniformed patrols In subways, 
have been highlighted in the 
media this week, particularly in 
response to recent reports of an 
increase in crime at Lucien 
l' Allier metro station. Lawrence 
Hannigan, chairman of the 
Montréal Urban Community 
Transport Commission 
(MUCTQ gave them his con-- 
sent on a radio talk last Thurs- 
day. 

. According to Jean Boisvert, 
leader- of the Montréal branch 
of the Guardian Angels, letters 
sent to thé mayor and to the 
MUC executive committee were 
. well, received. Boisvert is still 
awaiting approval from Chief 
of MUC Police Andr^ De 
Lucas. 

' Asked about the 'vigilante' 
label often attached to the 
group, Boisvert said "with com- 
petent and professional leader- 
ship and Uft esprit de scoutisme 
el d'entre-aide that doesn't oc- 
cur."
